ALIEN REGISTRATION. 
A great many Americans are now becoming 
convinced th a t immigration and similar p rob­ 
lems will not be settled to any reasonable degree 
of satisfaction until we have in the United States 
a law for the registration of aliens. 
Sentim ent 
for such ?. law has grown with surp rising rap idi­ 
ty during the p ast few y ears. One im p ortant ex ­ 
amp le which may be cited is th a t of the Ameri­ 
can Federation of Labor. 
That great organiza­ 
tion at one time was op p osed to an alien regis­ 
tration law. 
But the Ex ecutive Council of the 
American Federation of Labor in session at St. 
Petersburg, Fla., went on record recently as ap ­ 
p roving and endorsing such a measure. 


The American labor leaders realize th at the 
restrictive im m igration laws have p roven a great 
boon to American labor. W ithout such laws the 
recent 
slump in p roduction m ight have been 
much more serious and we m ight have had sev­ 
eral million unemp loy ed foreign workers to look 
after, whereas, under our im m igration laws, these 
aliens have been unable to enter the country . 
W ith the bars down the flood of im m igration 
would have been tremendous during the p ast few 
y ears. 


There can be little doubt th a t an alien reg­ 
istration act would strengthen our imm igration 
•laws. 
T hat is the reason, no doubt, th at labor 
leaders have gone on record as ap p roving it. 
There is nothing autocratic or czaristie 
about 
such a p rop osal. 
There is no legitim ate reason 
why any alien who is in the United States to be­ 
come a citizen, or is here on legitimate business, 
could have any objection to registering. Indeed, 
registration would p rove an asset for the well 
m eaning alien for the reason th at if at any time 
his right to rem ain in America and receive the 
benefits of its laws were questioned, he could 
easily p rove such right by p roducing his regis­ 
tration card. 
And again, as President Green of 
the American Federation of Labor p ointed out in 
a recent statem ent, this is asking no more of the 
alien than of every free born American who 
m ust be registered when he first sees the light 
of day , and as soon as the attending p hy sician or 
nurse can get him registered. 
There has been a great deal of bootlegging 
of immigration during the p ast few y ears and a 
registration law would tend to make this a more 
difficult undertaking. 
It would therefore facili­ 
tate law enforcem ent in the United States. 
In 
his statem ent issued at the St. Petersburg m eet­ 
ing, Mr. Green well said: 
“The law should be so amended as to re­ 
quire th<rregistration of all im m igrants and the 
issuance of certificates to those legally within 
the country so th at when called up on the immi­ 
grant can show th at he is p rop erly here or be 
dep orted.

’ IS EVIDENCE OE 


I Was Amazed

Dr. Emerson’s discovery is one 
small bit of new evidence about 
the workings of chlorop hy ll. It 
is th a t the rate a t which this 
green chemical works is nearly 
p rop ortional to its am ount. The 
more 
green 
chlorop hy ll, 
the 
more work does the p lant do. 
He rep orts th at he believes this 
the first quantitative evidence 
th at chlorop hy ll is the p liotosen- 
sitizer for carbon diox ide assim i­ 
lation.

The serious plight of persons 


in the flood territory was -em- 
phasized by the experiences of 
the aviators yesterday. One piolt 
related how a bag dropped near 
a farm house broke through the 
ice, whereupon a man who had 
been watching the plane, dived 
under the ice to retrieve the sup- 
plies.
